allow any negligence on their part to 
buUd up a competitor. Given* a rail­ 
road to the anchorage, instead of cut­ 
ting up the insignificant distance into 
two itages, and the people of this city 
and vicinity will reward the owners 
of the line with v generous patronage, 
but allow it to remain In its present 
unsatisfactory condition, and we must 
not be surprised to see commerce seek­ 
ing other means of reaching the sea.

The reputation of Los Angeles honey 
is so well established, and the demand 
for it is 'so steady and great, that the 
business of producing it offers superior 
induoements to men of small means. 
The briétaere of those engaged in it up 
‘ to the present. time, does not afford a 
very good criterion to judge by, the 
producers for the meat part employing 
only the rudest and simplest hives, 
and reaping a comparatively small re­ 
turn.

There 
is one illustration, which, though it 
lets down a little from the general 
gravity of the work, is still so demon­ 
strative of a great fault in framing 
law, that we oannot resist the tempta­ 
tion, even before the work is com­ 
pleted from the press, to clip it for the 
columns of the H erald. 
ILLUSTRATION OF RULE VtH. 
“ R ule VIII. Generalize and clas­ 
sify. Include many individuals in spe­ 
cies terms; many species in group 
terms, when it can be d'lone with cer­ 
tainty. 
We commence the illustration of 
this Rule, by presenting Secs. 359 and 
487, 13, Penal Code, which are as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Sec. 359. 
($65.) Every person 
who marks or brands, alters, or de­ 
faces the mark or brand of any horse, 
mare,colt, jack, jennet, mule, bull, ox, 
steer, cow, calf, sheep, goat, hog, shoat 
or pig belonging to another, with in­ 
tent thereby to steal the same orto 
prevent identification thereof by the 
true owner, is punishable by impris­ 
onment In the State Prison for not less 
than one nor more than five years.

“ Bull, steer, ox, heifer, calf and cow, 
Hog, boar, barrow, shoat, pig and sow, 
Horse, stallion, gelding, colt a ‘x 
lvasc, owiiiuu, gciuuig, w it and mare, 
Hinny and mule—a hybrid pair, 
Jenny, Jennet, Jackass and jack, 
Ram, ewe, wether, lamb, white and 
black, 
Goats, male and female, young and old, 
All domestic beasts, yet untold; 
and call them all by their ginertc 
names, or put them all in one grand 
division and call them animals, and 
form the Section thus: 
44 Sec. 359. Every person who marks 
or brands, or Alters or defaces a mark 
or brand on an animal, the property 
..............................li the 
of another, with intent to steal the 
same, or to prevent its identification 
by the owner, Is guilty of felony. 
41 If there is any question as to suf­ 
ficient certainty in the phrase 1 ani 
mal, the property of another,’ we 
would define tne word animal thus: 
44 The word animal, as used in the 
Codes, unless a different meaning is 
apparent from the context, includes 
horses, cattle, hogs, sheep and goats; 
also, tne young ana male and female 
of each; also, mules and hinnys.” 
After discussing in a critical style 
the language of the Section, the fol­ 
lowing passage occurs: 
44 It is supposed, however, that the 
4layman’ understands these things, 
toa certainty, though the ‘professional 
reader ’ may not. On this question of 
certainty, it will undoubtedly take a 
4layman’ to tell where 4hog’ ends 
and 4 shoat' begins, or where 4shoat ’ 
ends and 4 pig ’ •begins,—when calf be­ 
comes a steer, when steer becomes an
